In the central part of the State, East 
and South of Peoria, the hog cholera seems 
to have raged during the past year to a 
terrible extent. The Bloomington P a ra ­ 
graph bas been making inquiries regarding 
the matter, and gives the results 
of its 
investigations in its issue of Saturday. 
Except iojMcLean its iDjuriesseem to have 
been generally confined to a single locality 
In each county. Even with this limited 
Investigation the showing is bad enough. 
Its figures show that McLean county has 
lost 5.000 
hogs, valued at #15*000.

Farmer 
City, 
Dewitt 
county, 
esti­ 
mated value of hogs lost, #4,000; Ford 
county (Paxton). #1,500; Tazewell county 
(three towns), #4,000; Logan county (At­

In this caunty it has thus tar been confined 
to a single farm, but fears are entertained 
that it will spread from there.

The correspon­ 
dent thinks the direct and indirect loss in 
Uhs county from hog cholera daring the 
past year has been something like #200,000. 
A great number of remedies for the disease 
haye been tried, bus none of them seem to 
check it to any appreciable degree.—Peoria 
Transcrpit.

Her dimensions

Length, 130 feet; width, IS feet; 
depth, 7 fee t; burden, IOO tons. She was 
provided with an engine 
om Houlton «fc 
W att’s foundry, with a cylinder 2 feet in 
diameter and 4 feet strck-.*, boiler, 20 feet 
long, 7 feet deep, and 8 feet broad. 
The 
diam eter ct the paddle wheels was lo feel; 
boards, 4 feet long, and dipping 2 feet in 
the water. 
The A uiericin Citizen, of August 17, 
1807, says:—“ Mr. 
Fulton’s 
ingenious 
steamboat, Invented with a view to the 
navigation of the Mississippi, from New 
Orleans upwards, sails to-day from the 
North Liver, near State’s Prisoo, to A l­ 
ban}’. 
The velocity of the steamboat is 
calculated at four miles an hour. 
It is said 
that it will make a progress of two against 
the current of the Mississippi, and, lf so it 
will certainly be a very valuable acquisi­ 
tion to the commerce of the Western 
States." 
On the return of the Clermont to New 
York, Mr. Fulton addressed the following 
letter: 
N ew Y ork, Aug. 21,1807. 
“Tothe Editor of the American Citizen: 
Sill: 
I arrived this afternoon, at four 
o’clock, in the steamboat from Albany. 
As the success of my experiment gives me 
great hope that such boats may be render­ 
ed of much importance to my country, to 
prevent erroneous opinions, and give satis 
faction to the friends of these useful im­ 
provements, you will have the goodness to 
publish the folio wing. facts: 
“I left New York on Monday at I o’clock 
and arrived in Clermont, the seat of C han­ 
cellor Livingston, at I o’clock on Tuesday 
time, 24 hours; distance, 110miles;on We 
nesday I departed from the Chancellors at 
9 o’clock in the morning, and arrived at 
Albany at 5 in the afternoon; distance, 40 
miles ; time, 8 hours. 
The sum of this is 
150 miles in 32 hours, equal to near 5 miles 
an hour. 
“On Thursday, at 9 o’clock in the m orn­ 
ing, I left Albany, and arrived at the Chan­ 
cellor’s at 0 o’clock in the evening. I 
started from thence at 7, and arrived in 
New York at 4 in the atternoon; time, 30 
hours; space ran 
through, 
150 miles, 
equal to five miles an hoar. 
Throughout 
the whole way, going and returning, the 
wind was ahead; no advantage could be 
drawn lrom my sails. 
The whole has

Of late, blown over the 
pianic, come 
stories ol strange, newly discovered cities 
til the far southwest; picturesque piles of 
masonry, of aa age unknown to tradition. 
These ruins mark an era among antiqua* 
nans. 
The mysterious mound builders 
taJe into comparative insignificance be­ 
fore the grand* r and more ancient cliff 
dwellers, whose castles lift their towers 
amid the sands of Arizona and crowd the 
terraced slopes of the Uio Mancos and the 
Uovenwep [pronounced £Iov-cn weep ] 
The min, accidentally discovered by 
A. D. Wilson of the Hayden survey sev­ 
eral 
years 
ago, whi e hu wa9 pur­ 
suing bis tabors as chief ot the topograph­ 
ical corps in southern Colorado, is de 
scribed to me by Mr. Wilson as a stone 
building, about the size of the patent 
office, 
it stood upon the bank of the Ani­ 
mas, in the San Juan country, and con­ 
tained perhaps five hundred rooms. 
The 
roof and portions ot the wails had fallen, 
but the pait standing indicated a height of 
four stories. 
A number of the rooms were 
fairly preserved, had small loop hole win­ 
dows, but no outer doors. 
The building 
had doubtless been entered originally by 
means of ladders resting on niches, anil 
drawn in after the occupants. The doors 
were of cedar, each log as large around as 
a man's head, the spaces filled neatly by 
smaller poles and twigs, covered by a car­ 
pet of cedar bark. 
The ends of the tim­ 
ber were bruised and frayed, as if severed 
by a dull instrument; in the vicinity were 
stone hatchets, and saws made of sand­ 
stone slivers (about two feet long, worn 
to g very smooth edge. A few hundred 
yards from the mammoth building was a 
Second large house in ruins, between the 
two strongholds rows of small dwellings, 
built of cobble stones laid lo adobe, aud ar­ 
ranged along streets, after the style of the 
village of to-day. 
The smaller houses 
were in a more advanced state of ruin, on 
account zf the round stones being more 
readily disintigrated by the elements tbau 
the heavy masonry. The streets aud houses 
of this deserted town are overgrown by 
jumper and 
pinon,—the latter a 
dwarf 
wide-spreading pine which bears beneath 
the scales of its cones delicious and nu­ 
tritious nuts. 
From the size of the dead, 
as well as the living, trees, and from their 
position on the heaps ot crumbling stone, 
Mr. Wilson concludes that a great period 
of time has elapsed since the buildings fell. 
flow many hundred years they stood after 
desertion before yielding to the inroads ut 
time cannot be certainly known. 
The presence o! sound wood in 
the 
houses does not set aside their antiquity. 
In tne dry, pure air of Southern Colorado, 
wiod 
fairly 
protected 
will 
last 
for centuries, lh Asia, cedar wood has 
bien kept a thousand years, and in Egypt 
cedar is known to have been in perfect 
preservation two tfcoa^od years after it 
It ft the fores*. T h ee dais throughout ti e 
territories of the southwest do not rot, even 
in the groves. 
They die and stand erect, 
solid and sapless. The winds aud whirling 
sands carve the dead drill holes through 
the tracks, and play hldc-and-go-setk iu 
the perforated llmb3 until, atter ages of 
resistance, they literally blow away iu 
atoms of fine, clean dust. 
Oh the Uio ban Juan. about tweoty-five 
miles distant from the city of the Animas, 
Mr. Wilson discovered the following even 
in ga similar pile* looming solemnly in 
the twilight Bear their camping place. j 
The scene as described was weird in the j 
extreme. 
As the moon arose, the shadows 
of the phantom buildings were thrown 
darkly across the silvery plain. 
The Diaz; 
of camp-fires, the tiny tents, the negro 
cook, the men in buck?kin hunting garb, 
and the picketed mules, made a strange 
picture of the summer’s night, with back­ 
ground of moonlit desert and crumbling 
ruins, on whose ramparts towered dead, 
gaunt cedars, lifting their bleached skele­ 
tons like sheeted ghosts within the silent 
watch-towers of the murky past.—&n&-

Oflate, blown over the plains, come 
stories of strange, newly discovered cities 
of the far southwest; picturesque piles of 
masonry, of an age uoknowu to tradition, 
these ruins mark an era among antiqua* 
nans. 
The mysterious mound builders 
laJe into comparative insignificance be­ 
fore the grander and more ancient cliff 
dwellers, wht*se castles lift their towers 
amid the sands ol Arizona and crowd the 
terraced slopes of tho iiio Mancos and the 
Hovenwep [pronounced Hov-cu weep ] 
The ruin, accidentally discovered by 
A. I). Wilson of the Hayden survey sev­ 
eral 
years 
ugo, win c he was pur­ 
suing his labors as chief ot the topograph­ 
ical corps in southern Colorado, is de 
scribed to me by Mr. Wilson as a stone 
building, about the size of the patent 
office, it stood upon the back of the Ani* 
mas, in the San J uao country, an ■*. con­ 
tained perhaps five hundred rooms. 
The 
roof and portions of the wails had fallen, 
but the pait standing indicated a height of 
four stories. A number of the rooms were 
fairly preserved, had small loop hole win­ 
dows, but no outer doors. 
The building 
had doubtless been entered originally by 
means of ladders resting on niches, and 
drawn in after the occupants. The doors 
were of cedar, each log as large arouod as 
a man's head, the spaces filled neatly by 
smaller poles and twig?, covered by a car­ 
pet of cedar bark. The ends of the tim­ 
ber were bruised and frayed, as if severed 
by a dull instrument; in the vicinity were 
stone hatchets, and saws made of sand­ 
stone slivers (about two leet long, worn 
to a very smooth edge. A few hundred 
yards from the mammoth building was a 
second large house in rums, between the 
two strongholds rows of small dwellings, 
built of cobble stones laid lo adobe, and ar­ 
ranged along streets, after the style of the 
village of to-day. 
The smaller houses 
were in a more advanced state of ruin, on 
account rf the round stones being more 
readily disintigrated by the elements than 
the heavy masonry. The streets and houses 
of Ibis deserted town are overgrown by 
jumper and pinon,—the latter a 
dwarf 
wide-spreading pine which bears beneath 
the scales of its cones delicious and nu­ 
tritious nuts. From the size of the dead, 
as well as the living, trees, and from their 
position on the heaps of crumbling stone, 
Mr. Wilson concludes that a great period 
of time has elapsed since the buildings fell. 
flow many hundred years they stood after 
desertion before yielding to the inroads of 
time cannot be certainly known. 
The presence o! sound wood in the 
houses does not set aside their antiquity. 
In the dry, pure air of Southern Colorado, 
wt od 
fairly

for centuries. In Asia, cedar wood has 
en kept a thousand years, and in Egypt 
1 cedar is known to nave been in perfect 
preservation two thousand years after it 
lift the forest. T h ee dais throughout ti c 
territories of the southwest do not rot, even 
in the groves. Thew die aod stand erect, 
solid and sapless. The winds aud whirling 
sands carve the dead drill boles through 
the tracks, and play hldc-aod-go-seek rn 
the perforated limbs until, atter ages ol 
resistance, they literally blow away in 
atoms of fine, clean dust. 
On the Rio San John, about twenty-five j 
miles distant from the city of the Animas, j 
Mr. Wilson discovered the following even 
fug a similar pile*.looming solemnly in 
the twilight near their camping place.

ANCIENT PLAGUES* DEATH. 


T h e N e o u r g e s T h a t R a v a g e d A s ia a u d 
A f r ic a In D i s t a n t g r im e s —V ictim ** 
b y M illio n * .; 
Dr. F. L. Oswald in PopaUeScienco Monthly. 
The black (leatkJA&t ravaged Asia aud 
Southern Europe in the fourteenth centu­ 
ry spared ijpe Mohammedan countries— 
Persia. Tuikistan, Morroco aud Southern 
Spam—whose inhabitants generally ab­ 
stain from pork and intoxicating drinks. 
In the Byzantine Empire, Russia, Germa­ 
ny, Northern Spain (inhabited by the 
Christian Visigoths) and Italy, 4,000,000 
died between 1373 and 1375, but the mon­ 
asteries of the stricter orders and the fru­ 
gal peasant* of Calabria and Sicily enjoy­ 
ed their usuAl health (which they, of course, 
ascribed to l%e favor of their tutelar saints); 
but among the cities which suffered most 
were Barcelona, Lyons, Florence and Mos­ 
cow, the first three situated on rocky moun­ 
tain slopes, with no lack of drainage and 
pure water, while the steppes of the Upper 
Volga are generally dry aud salubrious. 
The pestilence oi 1720 spent taway 52,- 
000, or more than two thirds of the 75,- 
000 in h ab itan ts of Marseilles, in less than 
five iweeks ; but oi the 0,000 (abstemious 
Spaniards that,inhabited the “Suburb ot 
the Catalans” only 200 died, or less than 4 
per cent 
The most destructive cpidem c record d 
In authentic history was the four years' 
plague that commenced at Alexandria, 
Egypt, in A. D. 542, and raged through the 
dominions of Chosroes the Great, the By­ 
zantine Empire, northern Africa and south­ 
western Europe 
It commenced in Egypt, 
spread to the east over Syria, Persia aud 
the Indies, and p.-netratod to the west along 
th* coast of Africa and over the continent 
of Europe, Asia Minor, with its plethoric 
cities. Constantinople, Northern Italy and 
France suffered fearfully; entire provinces 
were abandoned, cities died out and re­ 
mained vacant tor many years, and during 
three months 5,000 and at last 10,000 per­ 
sons died at Constantinople coch day! (Gib 
bob's “History ;”) aDd the total number ot 
victims in the three continents is variously 
estimated at from 75,000,000 to 120,000,000. 
But in Sicily, Morocco, and Albania the 
disease was confined to a few seaport towns 
and the Caucasus and Arabia escaped en­ 
tirely. 
This dreadful plague made its first ap­ 
pearance in Alexandria, Egypt, then a lux­ 
urious city of 800,000 inhabitants, and Pau­ 
las Diaconus, a contemporary historian, 
•pealra ot the “reckless gluttony by which 
the inhabitants of the great capital incur­ 
red yearly fevers and dangerous lndigcs 
lions,- and at last brougLt this terrible 
judgment upon themselves and their inno­ 
cent neighbors.” Alexandria lost 503,000 
of her inhabitants in 542, and 800,000 in the 
following year, and for miles arouad the 
city the fields were covered with unburied 
corpses; bat the monks of the Nitrian desert 
(3,000 ot them had devoted themselves to 
the task of collecting aud burying the 
dead) kpt only fifty of their fraternity, 
who, wfth few exceptions, confessed that 
they bad secretly violated the ascetic rules 
of their order.
